U.S. TECHNICIANS.

WASHINGTON, — Soviet opposition 
to American electronic listening 
posts in Sinai stems from concern 
that the U.S. techniclans will gather 
intelligence data from far beyond 
Sinai. This is the assessment yes- 
terday of American sources close 
to the Pentagon who add that the 
introduction of U.S, personnel, even 
In an ostensibly non-military status, 
was a total surprise to the Kremlin.

the agreement. As for the possibility 
that the Russians may try fo sabo- 
the agreement by stirring up 
problems in Syria, it was said that 
the Russians do not pull strings in 
Damascus, and that it 1s more likely 
that it Is the Syrians who are sug- 
gesting action to the Russians. 

At the UN in New York, Dr. 
Kissinger on Friday predicted he 
would be able to persuade the So- 
viet Union to drop its objections to 
the Sinai disengagement pact. 

Kissinger also told newsmen dur- 
ing a visit to the UN that he was 
“fairly optimistic’ that Congress 
would approve placing American 
technicians in Sinai, “I expect that 
when the Soviet Foreign Minister 
comes to New York, that he and I 
will have an extended conversation 
on the subject and I believe that at 
the end of that conversation we will 
reach an undersanding... I don’t 
expect that we will face an insoluble 
problem." 

Asked whether he expected the 
Soviets to raise objections at the 
Security Council, which oversees UN 
peacekeeping operations, Kissinger 
replied, “I think that by the time it 
gets to the Security Council we will 
have talked to the Soviets and others 
and gotten it straightened out.” 

Earlier, Kissinger said “the Amer- 
ican people will know everything we 
are committed to” in the new Is- 
raeli-! tian ent. And he 
said the “additional cost” to the 
U.S. will be “somewhat less than 
ἃ billion dollars a year.”

TURMOIL IN ARAB WORLD 


‘A SURPRISE’ Sudan, Lebanese strife; 
split over Sinai accord

Much of the Arab world was in 
turmoil over the weekend — from 
Sudan, where President Ja’afar 
Numeiri crushed a coup against 
his six-year-old military rezime, 
to Lebanon Tere secular violence 
erup! in two major districts 
again and threatened anew to 
grow into a civil war. Events were 
developing as the new Egyptian- 
Israeli interim settlement in Sinai 
created deep splits in the rest of 
the Arab world where the Soviets 
were evidently fuelling agitation 
over what is being described as 
“eouspiracies” being hatched by 
Egyptian President Sadat and the 
Americans in the region. 

@ The most striking development 

of the weekend occured in Sudan 
on Friday. An obscure army officer, 
Col. Hassan Hussein Osman, took 
control of the state radio station 
at Omdurman, across the Nile from 
Khartoum, before dawn on Friday 
and then broadcast a communique 
announcing the overthrow of Presi- 
dent Numeiri, the dissolution of the 
government, the release of all poli- 
tical prisoners and the end to the 
ban on political parties including 
‘the powerful Communist party. 

But two hours later, Numeiri and 
his associates themselves came on 
the air, declaring that Osman’s coup 
was crushed and that life was 
back to normal in Khartoum, the 
scene of the brief dramatic power 
struggle. Numeiri said that he would 
disclose details of the episode in a 
nation-wide address he is scheduled 
to deliver today. 

Numeir1 ridiculed the attempt to 


topple him, saying that it was a 
“trivial act by officers who couldn't 
even control a village.” 

Osman's takeover of the radio 
station and the airport was foiled 
by troops loyal to Numeiri who 
shot their way into the rebel ‘hold- 
outs, Killing three officers and 
wounding several others, including 
Col. Osman, who is now in hospital. 


‘Soon afterwards, several collahora- 


tors who were reported to have 
been wafting for a signal at rebel 
army barracks were‘rounded up. 

‘The Sudanese authorities were Te- 
ported to be still conducting man- 
hunts yesterday, especially for three 
high ranking army officers who were 
said to have remained at large. 


SECOND ATTEMPT 


Friday's was the second mejor 
coup attempt against Numeiri who 
himself ascended to power in a coup 
he staged in July 1969. The first 
attempt took place in July 1971. 
Numeiri's regime, which became 
distinct for its anti-Communist at- 
titude, is viewed by many observers 
to be the most stable government 
to rise in Sudan since that country 
obtained its independence from 
Britain 20 years ago. 

First to cheer Numeiri’s survival 
was Egyptian President Sadat who 
appeared to have feared that the 
anti-Numeiri coup was engineered 
by the Soviets who in turn might 
be seeking to mount pressure on 
Sadat from neighbouring countries, 
mainly Sudan and Libya. Both the 
Soviets and the Libyans were over 
the weekend outspoken in their 
hostility to Sadat for cooperating 
closely with the Americans over the 


Fahmy: Israel-Syrian 
talks due in October 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Egyptian For- 
eign Minister Ismail Fahmy said in 
an interview scheduled for publica- 
tion today that a second Syrian- 
Israeli military disengagement 
agreement was imminent and the 
Geneva Middle East peace confer- 
ence would be reconvened before 
this year's end. 

Speaking to the English-language 
magazine “Monday Morning," Fahmy 
said: “I am sure that another Is- 
raeli-Syrian dis ent is im- 
minent, and it will be followed by 
a disengagement on the Palestinian 
(Jordanian) front... 

“Contacts for an Israeli with- 
drawal on the Syrian front will 
start sometime in October and all 
the parties concerned are aware of 
this,” Fahmy said. “President Ha- 
fez Assad of Syria received US. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
twice during the 
visit to the area.” 

Asked about the criticism made

by the Syrian Government and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization of 
the Egyptian-Israeli interim agree- 
ment, Fahmy said: “The criticisms 
have nothing to do with the agree- 
ment proper. They were intended 
for home consumption.” 

Fahmy defended the Egyptian- 
Israeli agreement as a purely mili- 
tary accord which did not prevent 
Egypt from defending itself and 
other Arab states against foreign 
aggression. 

Asked about the Soviet Union's

in Geneva. They are in favour of 
a step-by-step settlement at the 
Geneve.

GENEVA. Palestinian Arab 
sources here claim the Soviets have 
decided to renew their active sup- 
port of Communist forces in the 
Arab world. The Kremlin will in 
particular seek to overthrow Egypt- 
jan President Anwar Sadat and 
PLO terrorist head Yasser Arafat, 
the sources have been telling West- 
ern diplomats here lately. 

The Palestinian Arabs claim that 
until recently Moscow had avoided 
encouraging Arab Communists, 30 
as not to harm its relations with 
the Arab regimes. With the worsen- 
ing of its relations with several of 
those regimes — especially Egypt's 
— the sources say there are now 
clear signs that the Arab Commun- 
ist parties “and other Communists 
forces" in the Arab world will now 
be reactivated. 

The effect of the new Soviet po- 
licy on the PLO, the sources say, 
will be preference for “extremist” 
groups such as Dr. George Habash’s 
“Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine." The sources claim 
there is an obvious Soviet push to 
topple Arafat and replace him with 
someone with Communist and Soviet 
leanings, 

This would also seem to be the 
case with Sadat. As long as the 
Soviets cared about their relations 
with the Egyptian leader, they did 
nothing to aid the outlawed Egyptian 
Communist Party, which has yet to 
recover from the persecution it has 
undergone. Now, that concern no 
longer holds, according to the 
sources. 

Meanwhile, the Israel and Egypt- 
ian delegations here will meet to- 
morrow for the first session of the 
joint working group which is to 
draw up the protocol for carrying 
out the interim agreement between 
the two states. 

The meeting will apparently take 
place without the presence of the 
Soviets, who have so far decided to 
boycott it, and of the U.S., which 
because of the Soviet absence will 
also not attend. But no one could 
say for sure that the two super- 
powers would stay away; observers 


. noted that the Kremlin is famous 


for its ability to reverse its posi- 


tions at the last minute.

Injured were Glazer's mother, 
Miriam Glazer, 76, a new immigrant 
from Russia: his daughter ἘΠῚ, 16:

her husband, Gaby Gervon, 24; and 
Dov Freizer, 23, a relative who had 
joined the Glazer femily for the 
holiday. 

Doctors at Assaf Harofeh Hospital 
said yesterday all five were doing 
well after surgery and none was on 
the critical list. 

Rosa Glazer, 18, another daughter, 
was in a different room when the 
blast occurred and emerged un- 
scathed. 

Police believe the explosion was 
caused by a piece of a live Russian-

made rocket, which the family kept 
on a living-room shelf, as a “sou- 
venir’? of the Yom Kippur War. 
A police spokesman said it probably 
blew up when it was knocked ac- 
cidentally to the flocr.

Rita Gervon said from her hos- 
pital bed she was sure the explosion 
came from her suitcase, which had 
been left unattended at the front 
of the bus while she and her hus- 
band rode in the back from Moshav 
Habonim on their way to Rishon. 
She believed a terrorist may have 
put a bomb in it. 

Mrs. Gervon, who lost part of her 
right leg in the blast, said the ex. 
plosion came from her right side 
— where the suitcase was. The 
souvenir rocket was on her left side 
at the time. 

A neighbour, Zippora Rottenberg, 
said after the blast that all the 
neighbours had helped evacuate the 
injured relatives from their flat. Mrs. 
Rottenberg, a trained nurse, ad- 
ministered first aid until the am- 
bulances arrived.

U.S. technicians will 


cost $200m. annually

WASHINGTON. — In a preliminary 
discussion in Congress of the secret 
clauses in the recent agreement be- 
tween the U.S. and Israel, it 
emerged that the 200 American 
technicians to be stationed in Sinai 
will cost the U.S. taxpayer about 
$200m. per year. 

The main base of the technicians 
will be built in Ismailiya. A small 
rest-and-recreation camp will go up 
on the Israeli side of the buffer 
zone. 

It was learned that the technicians’ 
job will be to observe violations of 
the Egypt-Israel interim agreement 
and military movements within the 
buffer zone and the adjoining limit- 
ed forces zones. 

The technicians will not be 


equipped with instruments which 
ean follow military movements deep 
within Israe] or Egyptian territory. 

It was algo learned that the De- 
fence and State Departments do not 
believe the Egyptians will be able 
to build a surveillance station of 
their own similar to the one at 
Umm Khashiba during the life span 
of the interim accord. 

Officials said the early-warning 
systems at Umm Khashiba had cost 
$300m. The equipment, which was 
mostly installed after the Yom 
Kippur War, was purchased from 
the U.S. — with American aid. The 
officials do not believe Egypt will 
get U.S. aid for the purchase of 
identical equipment, partly because 
the Americans feel details of the 
secret equipment might get out.

TEL AVIV. — Police are holding 
one suspect and seeking ‘another — 
both Jews — in the destruction by 
arson Friday night of a two-storey 
clothing store in Rehov Nahlat 
Binyamin.

Libya annexes Chad 


uranium 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AP). — Quietly, 
and with hardly any notice, Libya 
seems to have taken over from its 
southern neighbour Chad a sizeable 
ebunk of land potentially laden with 

uranium depusits. 
Whether it was by annexation or 
ent with Chad is not pub- 
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made no mention to its size, but 
qualified Western sources estimate 
it to be about 76,000 square kiJ>- 
metres.

Libya’s government-controlled ra- 
do, television or daily newspapers 
have made no mention of the ap- 
Parent takeover. 

Western sources said they believe 
Libya’s intent is to search for ura- 
mum, after ἃ geological survey in- 
dicated the part-mountainous and 
part-Sahara area might contain 
uranium. 

It wasn't determined if Chad had 
shown any resistance to the ap- 
parent loss of territory or viewed 
it as the end of 2 persistent Moslem 
rebellion in the north. 

Militarily, drought-stricken Chad 
is no match to oil-wealthy Libya, 
which counts about 150 jets — the 
French Mirages and the Soviet 
Migs — in its air force, and ground 
troops put close to 50,000. 

Libya had not embarked on any 
foreign venture since Muammar 
Gaddafi and a group of Islamic So- 
cialist military officers toppled King 
Idris six ago. 

Gaddafi has pursued an aggres- 
sive foreign policy, however, admit- 
ting military aid to Moslem rebels 
in Eritrea as well as in the Philip- 
pines, and “unlimited support” to 
Palestinians to capture what Libya 
calls “usurped™ Palestine. In his 
anniversary speech, he pledged to 
aid “Moslems anywhere.”

EXPORTS DECLINE 
BY 11 PER CENT

Exports declined by 11 per cent to 
$i07m. in August, compared with 
July this year. The average for May- 
August was $136m. compared with 
§155m. for the beginning of the 
year. 

Exports of diamonds declined by 
6 per cent compared with the same 
period last year. Agricultural ex- 
ports, however, increased during the 
same period by 49 per cent. 


Turning to the income tax re- 
form, Rabinowitz said the wage- 
earner’s gains as a result of the 
reform would not last for long.

Haifa orchestra is disbanded 
after players spurn auditions

HAIFA. — The 25-year-old Haifa 
Symphony Orchestra will be dis- 
banded, and & new orchestra is to 
take its place, the public board of 


trustees decided unanimously last 
week. The orchestra has ben 
plagued by a lack of managemeat 
and disputes between the musicians 
and the board. 

City Council delegate Aharon 
Shapira, charged by the municiral 
executlve to reorganize the orchcs- 
tra, told The Jerusalem Post that 
Lea Porat, the Education Ministry's 
head of art institutions, had agreed 
to the decision. 

Shapira and the six trustees — all 
of whom are volunteers — con- 
cluded that “after difficult negotia- 
tions with the musicians’ represen- 
tatives on reorganization, the execu- 
tive board had found no common 
ground and no understanding with 
them,” and that the negotiations 
had therefore been suspended. 

The “Independent Committee of 
Musicians for Reform,” led by 
Mendi Rodan, Uri Toeplitz and 
Rami Shevelov, had made recommen- 
dations which were found to be “in- 
complete, not corresponding to the 
aims of reorganization and in fact 
impossible to carry out.” according 
to the béard, and a new symphony 
orchestra would have to be set up. 

The musicians’ committee ex- 
pressed astonishment on ‘hearing 


that their recommendations had 
been called “incomplete and un- 
suitable.” 


“We haven't even started our 
work. We haven’t met anybody yet. 
‘We were and are ready to advise 
on what can be done. We suggested 
that a symphony orchestra needs 
2 musical director and a permanent 


conductor; as for anything else, we 
had no information because we never 
met the people involved,” the com- 
mittee leaders said. 

Mendi Rodan reiterated the musi- 
cian’s stand that wholesale auditions 
to test the qualifications of every 
one of the orchestra’s 52 members 
were upheard of. Auditions were 
accepiable only for newcomers or 
for orchestra members seeking pro- 
motion. 

“There have been committees in 
the past on reorganization and they 
offered reform proposals, but nothing 
was ever carried out,’ said Mend! 
Rodan, 

In the late 1960s, a committee 
of the country’s best musicians, 
under the chairmanship of the late 
Health Minister Israel Barzilal thim- 
self a music lover and an amateur 
violinist), spent three full days in 
Haifa to study the HSO's ailments 
and made several proposals, which 
were never Implemented.

Nuclear power 
plant may be 
underground

HAIFA. — Israel's first nuclear 
power plant may be built under- 
ground, as a security measure, ac- 
cording to the Electric Corporation 
spokesman. 

He said the company expected 
bids for the plant to come in by the 
middle of this month. A tender wag 
issued to three American companies 
— General Electric, Westinghouse 
and Babcock and Wilcox several 


months ago. 

The three firms have all had ex- 
perience building the type of plant 
— fuelled by enriched uranium and 
using ordinary water in the reactor 
— which the corporation has chosen. 

The tender calls for a plant with 
an output of between 600 and 800 
megawatt, to cost about $500m. Con- 
struction will take between eight 
and 10 years, partly because of the 
many additional safety features the 
corporation has asked for, he said.

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Black moderates oust 


militants in Rhodesia ὧ 


SALISBURY (AP). African 
moderates apparently took control 
yeaterday of Rhodesia’s main Afri- 
can nationalist movement, in 8 
move apparently aimed at purging 
militants from its ranks. 

The action could smooth the way 
towards a constitutional settlement 
between Rhodesia's white minority 
government and the nation’s black 
majority. 

A split between hawks and doves 
im the African National Council 
(ANC) led to the breakdown in 
constitutional talks on August 25 
between the ANC and the Rhode- 
sian government at the Victoria 
The moderate takeover came in 
the form of an announcement yes- 
terday by the ANC’s national exe- 
cutive committee that a national 
congress would be held Septem! 
27-28 to elect new leaders for the 
movement. 

Many political observers are con- 
vinced that Joshua Nkomo, the 
leading ANC moderate and one of 
Rhodesia’s veteran black national- 
ists, would easily win such an elec- 
tion. Nkomo would thus replace 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, the current 
ANC president, and take control of 
a movement recognized abroad as 
the main voice of Rhodesia's 5.7 

The national executive issued a 
statement calling on Muzorewa, 


currently in Europe on a fund-rais- 
ing tour, to return to Rhodesia 
immediately. 

The national executive also de- 
nounced the recent formation in 
Lusaka, Zambia, of the Zimbabwe 
Liberation Council (ZLC) by ANC 
militants 93 the organization's ex- 
ternal wing. 

The ZL< is headed by the Rev. 
Ndebaningi Sithole, former leader 
of the hardline Zimbatwe African 


National Union (ZANU), whichhas ἢ 


spearheaded the current guerrilla 
war in northeastern Rhodesia from 
bases in Zambia, Mozambique and 
Tanzania. 

The split within the ANC reflects 
a division that cuts through the 
ranks of most black Rkhodesians, 
gome of whom favour a peaceful 
Settlement in the racially divided 
country and others who favour a 
military victory over white rule. 

Nkomo once led the Zimbabwe 
African People’s Union (ZAPU), 
which was the major rival move- 
ment to Sithole’s ZANU. 

Nkomo and Sithole have been 
rivals in black nationalist circles 
here for over a decade, with Sit- 
hole consistently taking a more 
militant line. 

But ZANU and ZAPU merged 
under the banner of the ANC last 
year under pressure from the lea- 
ders of Zambia, Tanzania, Mozam- 
bique and Botswana, 


Anti-busing violence 
erupts in. U.S. cities 


LOUISVILLE, Kentucky (AP). — 
Public meetings were manned over 
the weekend and the national guard 
patrolled Jefferson County in the 
wake of massive anti-busing dem. 
onstrations. In Boston, guardsmen 


- and police prepared for the opening’ 


of schools today under a court 
desegregation order. 

Kentucky Governor Julian Carroll 
called up the national guard on 
Saturday, after 30 policemen were 
injured and more than 400 persons 
arrested in a night of violence 
spawned by a school integration 
order. 


Carroll summoned 800 national 
guardsmen to Louisville and Jeffer- 
son County, where one-sixth of the 
school children in the school system 
are being bused under court order. 

Thousands of protestors, mostly 
whites, were on the streets’ on Fri- 


’ day night. They burned two school 


buses and damaged dozens of others, 
police said. 

In Boston, Police Commissioner 
Robert Digrazia said some patrol- 
men are feigning illness and refus- 
ing to work ‘overtime, as schools 
open under a controversial court- 
ordered integration plan. The court 
ordered plan last year led to con- 
tinuous problems and occasional 
violence. Under the order, about 
26,000 students will be bused in or- 
der in integrate schools. City schools 
have about 84,000 pupils, about 35 
per cent of whom are black. 

An anti-busing demonstration 
billed as “Boston Unity Day,” was 
called on Saturday at Boston's City 
Hall Plaza by white parents. Mem- 
bers of the mostly white longshore. 
men’s union scheduled a protest 
march in South Boston, an Irish- 
American working-class neighbour. 
hood at the centre of one anti- 
busing feeling.

prompted 2a U.S, Government ad- 
visory panel to recommend warning 
against the umprescribed use of 
aspirin during pregnancy. 

Dr. Edith Collins and Dr. Gillian 
Turner found that women who take 
aspirin regularly during pregnancy 
suffer a high rate of complications 
such as bleeding and infection and 
endanger their babies. 

The recommendation by a panel 
of the Food and Drug Administration 
that such a warning be required on 
each bottle of aspirin sold in the 
U.S, was made after similar studies 
in this country.

Czech tennis star; 19, 
asks asylum in U.S. 


FOREST HILLS, New York (AP}.— 
Highteen-year-old Martina Navrati- 
Jova of Czechoslovakia said yester- 
day that she had asked for political 
asylum in the US because officials 
of her country thought she was be- 
coming too Americanized and were 
attempting to restrict her tennis 
career. 

“They wanted me to stay home 
more and associate more with Czech 
officials,” she told a hastily called 
news conference at the U.S. Open 
Championships. 

“I felt if I didn’t get out I could 
not become the best player in the 
world. I had to ask if I could play 
this tournament and that tourna- 
ment. It was very frustrating.” 

Miss Navratilova is considered one 
of the four top women players in 
the world, having won $134,568 this 
year on the women's tour. She lost 
in the women’s semifinals here to 
eventual champion Chris Evert, her 
good friend and doubles partner. 

Miss Navratilova acknowledged 


that both Miss Evert and Billie Jean 
King, one of the game's stars, had 
influenced her tennis but not her 
decision to defect. “Politics had 
nothing to do with my decision,” 
she said “It was strictly a tennis 
matter.” :

Mrs. Markish, 29, said her apart- 
ment here was broken into on 
Wednesday and the manuscript of 
a book she was writing about the 
alleged experiments were stolen as 
well as a letter from Nobel Prize 
winner Alexander Solzhenitsyn of- 
fering to help publicize her story. 

She told a news conference she 
had been interviewed about the 
break-in by both the FBI and New 
York City Police. Mrs. Markish said 
they were both impressed by the 
fact there had been no forced entry. 

She said she had been drawn 
into the experiments unknowingly 


while a chemistry student at Mos- 
cow University in 1968, and, as a 
result suffered severe damage to 
her lungs as well as facial burns. 
She said soldiers, peasants and 
pregnant women in various parts of 
the Soviet Union were also used 
as human guinea pigs — or, as the 
Russians call them, “moles.” 

Mrs. Markish said she was under 
hospital treatment for three years 
as a result and during that time 
met about 100 people who had 
been deliberately exposed to toxic 
gases. 


She said her own involvement 
began when she was asked to syn- 
thesize chlorethylmarkaptan, a su- 
per-toxie substance similar to mus- 
tard gas.

CAIRO (Reuter). -- Egyptian au- 
thorities are considering murder 
charges against former aides of the 
late president Gamal] Abdel Nasser, 
following allegations that his per- 
sonal physician and his War Min- 


ister were poisoned, informed sources 
said here. 

This followed Cairo Press reports 
that a presidential physician was 
murdered by poison 15 years ago 
after he allegedly told President 
Nasser that he was medically unfit 
to rule the country. 


According to medica! sources here, 
the late president suffered a rare 
disease known as bronze diabetes, 
which impairs menta! abilities and 
turns the victim’s complexion to 
bronze, Observers recall that Nas- 
ser’s complexion turned darker in 
the last years of his life. He died 
in 1970, aged 52. 

When the presidential physician 
— Dr. Anwar εἰ Mufti -— died sud- 
denly in 1964, there were whispers 
that his death was not from natural 
causes. It waa only after the libe- 
ralization movement under President 
Anwar Sadat — which included re- 
moval of press censorship — that 
Dr. Mufti’s case and many others 
came into the open. 

Earlier Press reports here had 
claimed that Egypt's former War 
Minister and armed forces com- 
mander, Field Marshal Abdel Hakim 
Amer, was also poisoned. He was 
officially -said to have committed 
suicide after the Six Day War. 

Reports of political detainees 
being tortured between 1960 and 
1964 were also published recently 
in Cairo newspapers. 

One reported case was that of 
a leading Communist, Shohdi Attia, 
who was beaten to death in a de- 
tention camp. 

Following these allegations, an οἵ. 
ficia} inquiry was begun to decide 
whether to bring murder charges 
against those responsible. Salah 
Nasr, a former intelligence chief, 
and two former Justice Ministers 
are among those being interrogated. 


Two dead, 62 hurt 


in bomb blast 
at London Hilton 


LONDON. — A terrorist bomb 
exploded in the tourist-packed lob- 
by of the London Hilton Hotel 
on Friday, killing two persons and 
wounding 62. 

Seven of the wounded were re- 
ported in serious condition. Several 
lost limbs, said officials at near-by 
St. George's Hospital. 

The bombers telephoned a warn- 
ing to the Londen “Daily Mail” at 
11.15 am. and the bomb exploded 
at 12.18 pan, Newspaper officials 
sald the man who telephoned had 
an Irish accent. 

But there was no statement from 
Erish Republican Army sources to 
indicate the bombing was part of 
the IRA's bloody campaign to unite 
British-ruled and mainly Protestant 
Northern Ireland with the mainly 
Catholic Irish Republic. 

Police were searching yesterday 
and Saturday for two men seen 
speeding away in a blue car from 
the hotel minutes before the bomb 
blast ripped through the lobby. 
Hotel staff told the police they 
saw a man run from the hotel 
and get into the car in Park Lane. 
The auto was driven by a second 
man who had stayed behind the 
wheel. 

About 4’, kilos of explosives 
hidden under a marble-top .coffee 
table in the crowded lobby went 
off at lunchtime Friday. The two 
dead, one of them a woman, have 
not yet been identified. The woman 
was decapitated and limbless, eye- 
witnesses said. 

Guests in the 512-room hotel, near 
Hyde Park, included Cindy Bird- 
song, Mary Wilson and Scheerie 
Payne of the American singing trio, 
the Supremes. They were in their 
21st floor suite at the time. 

French singing star Claude Fran- 
cois, who was in the lobby, said: 
“There was a blinding flash and 
I was thrown sideways. I thought 1 
was dying. People fell on top of 
me. It seemed I was covered with 
blood... There were bodies and 
parts of bodies everywhere. People 
were screaming and crying.” 

Rashad Shawa, the 66-year-old 


former mayor of Gaza, had blood- 
stalns spattering his smart business 
suit. “I was right next to the bomb 
in the lobby,” he told a reporter. 
“I saw the explosion. I was very 
lucky because ἃ metre away from 
me a lady lost her legs and was 
killed on the spot. I think she was 
Engish,” Shawa said. “All I have 
suffered is this cut om my face 
and there is something wrong with 
my foot and my ears.” 

After the bomb warning had been 
phoned in, police and hotel] security 
staff made a quick search of the 
30-storey building but found nothing 
suspicious, a police spokesman said. 
Police and hotel staff then began 
to conrh the building. 

Hilton general manager Louis 
Blouet said the bomb went off “a 
few seconds or a minute or so” 
after the start of the second search. 

EBlouet defended the police deci- 
sion not to evacuate the hotel, say- 
ing this would have packed the 
lobby and increased the numbers of 
casualties. 

Saturday, police evacuated about 
1,500 guests and staff from the 
Paris Hilton Hotel after an annony- 
mous telephoned bomb warning. A 
search revealed nothing suspicious 
and after an hour the emergency 
was declared over. Earlier in the 
day, similar bomb ‘hoax calls caused 
the evacuation of another Paris 
Hotel, the P.L.M. aed a Champs 
Elysees chain store. 

Back in London, Scotland Yard 
launched a nationwide hunt on 
Friday for an IRA courier described 
as "the most dangerous and active 
woman terrorist operating in Bri- 
tain.” The Yard distributed a photo- 
graph of Ellen Mary Margaret Mc- 
Kearney, 21. She is accused of 
carrying explosives and cash from 
the Irish Republic to IRA bombers 
in Britain. 

Scotland Yard said she was in- 
volved in recent bomb-and-shooting 
incidents in various parts of Britain 
including one that led to the death 
of a constable at Hammersmith, 
West London. (AP, UPI) 
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Dutch thwart 
Arab plot to 
hijack train 


AMSTERDAM (AP). — Four ter- 
rorists with Syrian passports, ar- 
rested Friday in possession of a 
large quantity of arms, planned to 
hijack ἃ train and force the Dutch 
fovernment to declare its support 
for the anti-Israel Arab movement, 
Amsterdam police said Saturday. 

The plot called for taking about 
a dGozen train passengers hostage, 
police said. The terrorists then 
planned to force Dutch Prime Min- 
ister Joop Den Uyl into stating the 
government's support for the Arab 
cause in a nationwide television 
broadcast. 

The terrorists and a Dutch woman 
accomplice were arrested Friday. 
Suitcases found in the hotel room 
where the men had been staying 
contained two sub-machineguns, two 
pistols, a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion, a dummy bomb, wires and 
batteries. 

Detectives became suspicious after 
seeing the names of four Syrians 
in a hotel register list. (The list 
had been passed to the police as 
8. routine procedure.) 

Tt is not certain whether the Sy- 
rian passports are authentic, police 
said. No names have been released, 
but the terrorists are all believed 
to be aged about 30. 

The Dutch woman arrested with 
them was described by the police 
as a 32-year-old divorced housewife 
from Haarlem, 

Two of the terrorists and the 
woman were arrested in the early 
hours of Friday morning as they 
were about to enter the hotel. The 
other two were arrested about an 
hour later im their hotel room by 
armed police wearing bullet-proof 
vests. 

A spokesman for the Justice Min- 
istry said it was not clear what 
charges would be brought. 


CABS. — The Libyan Revolution 
Command Council has issued a 
decree nationalizing all automobile 
sale companies, Libya’s Arab Re- 
volution News Agency said. It said 
the decree was aimed at protecting 
the people against “profiteers who 
exploit the citizens.”

East-West trade grows

MUNICH. — 
“IT IS HARD to believe that a 
Communist executive would 
take bribes from a represen- 
tative of capitalist business,” a 
Soviet weekly, ‘‘Nedelya,” 
editorialized indignantly not 
long ago. 

Hard to believe it may be, but, 
to judge from the extensive 
crackdown on the practice, not 
only in the Soviet Union but also 
in Rumania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria during the past few 
months, it is widespread. 

Indeed, with East-West trade 
booming and on the threshold of 
newer and bigger opportunities, 
it appears that the giving and 
taking of private favours to 
clinch deals has become so com- 
monplace as to lend new meéan- 
ing to the theory of ultimate 
Communist-Capitalist con- 
vergence. 

But whatever the cavalier at- 
titude toward such practices in 
their own countries, Western 
businessmen are discovering 
with a shock that palm-greasing, 
for all its long tradition in the 
Balkans, is no gentleman's pec- 
cadillo in the Communist world. 
It is considered a grave crime 
with high-risk penalties. 

The case on which ‘‘Nedelya" 
commented, for example, in- 
volved Yuri Sosnovsky, the 
director of a Soviet furniture 
import-export agency, who was 
convicted last March of accep- 
ting $150,000 in bribes from 
Walter Haefelin, a Swiss 
supplier. 

Sosnovsky was sentenced to 
death and, after his conviction 
was upheld by the Soviet 
supreme court, was executed by 
a firing squad last month. 
Haefelin was given a 10-year 
term which he is serving in a 
grim Vladimir prison. Demand- 
ing or accepting bribes — be 
they vast sums of money as in 
the Sosnovsky-Haefelin case, or 
just small favours such as 
bottles of scotch, American 
cigarettes, banned books and 
records, or even hard-to-get 
spare parts for a Western car — 
can also be a capital crime in 
Rumania, 

The director of a government 
chemicals purchasing agency in 
Bucharest was sentenced to 
death and executed last April for 
“accepting presents'' from 8 
West European manufacturer 
eager to sell his products to 
Rumania. Four additional 
bribery cases are to be tried

THE BRIBES received are often 
pittances by Western standards 
— a watch, a dress for a Ruma- 
nian trade official's wife, or hi-fi 
equipment. But they are of in- 
estimable prestige value by the 
austere standards of Rumanian 
society and violate the law which 
prohibits Rumanians from 
possessing more consumer 
goods than their incomes would 
enable them to purchase. 

To crack down on bribery, 
President Nicolae Ceausescu 
has established a special depart- 
ment under jurisdiction of the 
secret police. 

Unlike the Soviet Union, 


however, Rumania has express- 
ed no desire to actually in- 
earcerate Western businessmen. 
Instead, upon formal! conviction 
on such charges as ‘industrial 
espionage” or “undermining the 
economic welfare of the Ruma- 
nian people,’’ Bucharest usually 
seeks to extract horrendous 
fines, bail and damage 
payments. 

Thus, an Austrian plastics 
producer recently had to pay 
$300,000 to obtain the release of 
two of his sales representatives 
sentenced to 10 years each in a 
bribery case. A West German 
manufacturer of industrial 
pumps has just shelled out a 
record $800,000 to free his 
salesman, who had been con- 
victed of paying a Rumanian of- 
ficial $4,000 to clinch a deal. 

Fines and damage payments 
range from $15 to $25 for each 
day of the entjre sentence, the 
rate being variable and 
negotiable, apparently depen- 
ding on Bucharest’s interest in 
continuing to do business with 
the manufacturer or supplier in- 
volved. According to one reliable 
East-West trade source here, 
more than 100 ‘‘purchases"’ of 
convicted sale representatives 
are expected this year. 

Although Buigaria is barely on 
the threshold of big business 
with the West, it too has launch- 
ed a drive against bribery. 
Earlier this year a number of its 
senior foreign’ trade officials 
were tried, convicted and 
sentenced to terms of up to 15 
years in prison. 


THE MOST EXTENSIVE cam- 
paign against bribery and a host 
of other foreign trade 
shenanigans have just been 
mounted by Yugoslavia under 
whose ‘worker self- 
management system’”’ enter- 
prises are free to deal with 
Western customers and 
suppliers directly. 
Under-the-table deals are 
alleged to have amounted to 
several hundred million dollars 
in recent years. The biggest case 
involves 27 Yugoslav executives 
now awaiting trial in Belgrade 
on a catalogue of charges of 
fraud, embezzlement and 
bribery in a series of export- 
import deals. More than 50 other 
company and government of- 
ficials are in pre-trial custody 
and under investigation, among 
them, allegedly, a deputy 
minister and a section chief of 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 
One of the key figures in the 
Yugoslav probe is Slobodan 
~Podorovic,. currently in custody 
in Belgrade's central prison 


‘ after he was reportedly kid- 


napped from ,Austria by 
Yugoslav secret police agents. 

Todorovic is reported to be 
just one of scores of ‘‘free-lance" 
Yugosiav purchasing agents 
abroad. Some 140 are said to 
operate in Frankfurt, Germany. 
The majority are in the business 
of buying inferior goods which 
they resell, through a network of 
official middlemen, to com- 
panies at home, with everyone 
involved in the deals allegedly 
pocketing commissions. 

Belgrade's prosecutor the 
other day. described these as 
“crimes against the people and 
the state,"’ an ominous hint that 
he may demand the death penal- 
ty too.

Italy facing a season 
of industrial unrest 


By FRANCIS. ROBERTS 
ROME. — 
ASUDDEN WAVE of wildcat strikes 
has aroused fears here that Italy is 
facing a hot autumn of industrial un- 
rest. During a period when 
traditionally the nation lazes quietly 
on the beaches and forgets ail its 
troubles, there have been damaging 
work stoppages by airline pilots, rail 
workers, ferrymen and dustmen. 

It al] adds up to a storm warning 
which politicians are now taking ex- 
tremely seriously. What makes 
these actions worrying is that they 
were organised by small trade un- 
ions calling themselves 
“autonomous,” which do not belong 
to the giant union confederations 
coutrolling the vast majority of 
Italian workers. The three con- 
federations — the Communist- 
dominated CGIL, the left-wing 
Catholic CISL and the Socialist UIL 
— have for the past several years 
acted together as one body, an 
arrangement which has enabled the 
government to count on a disciplined 
work force behaving on the whole in 
what is generally accepted as the 
“national Interest." 

But over the past few months, 
breakaway groups have been formed 
by specialist categories who feel that 
the giant unions are no longer !ook- 
ing after their interests. Their at- 
titude seems on some occasions to be 
closer to that of British trade un- 
ijonists than to that of their Italian 
workmates — they declare a strike 
when they know it will hurt most, 
rather than when it will hurt least as 
do the confederations. 

It has come as something of a nas- 
ty shock to the Italians who are so 
used to strikes which have little 
noticeable effect on their lives that a 
sudden outbreak of crippling stop- 
pages wag doubly.unpleasant — par- 
ticularly in what should have been 
the somnolent month of August. 


Feeling of Unease 
‘There have been angry allegations 
from mainstream trade unionists 
and the Communist Party that the 
‘unofficial’? strikes have been 
designed to discredit the union 


movement and increase the already αἱ 


considerable feeling of unease pre- 
sent in the country, 

Confederation spokesmen admit 
that they have not always done ali 
they could for their members in ser- 
vice industries. ‘We have tended to 


concentrate too much on workers in 
heavy industry at the expense of non- ᾿ 


industria] personnel," said a CGIL 
official. But they are anxious that 
the trend does not spread to such an 
extent that it recalls the anarchic 
days of the early 1920s which brought 
Beuito Mussolini to power. 

The rail strike hit particularly 


hard in Sicily, where troops had to be 
sent in to keep a minimum of trains 
running. Thousands of emigrant 
workers were stranded on the island 
with no way of getting back to their 
jobs in Switzerland and West Ger- 
many. 

‘The rail strike and the ferrymen's 
stoppage at the beginning of August 
were bitterly criticised for hitting 
principally at workers either going 
on their holidays or returning from 
them. The CGIL-CISL-UIL monolith 
has in the past been careful to 
arrange its strikea so as to minimise 
inconvenience caused’ to working- 
class comrades while maintaining 
pressure on the employers against 
whom the action is taken. 

The coming autumn is widely ex- 
pected to be difficult enough without 
the added complication of an un- 
disciplined and potentially bloody- 
minded work force. Labour con- 
tracts affecting nearly four million 
workers come up for renegotiation 
during the next few months, and if 
‘the big unions feel they are -being 
pressured from the grass roots the 
business of agreeing on new accords 
could be lengthy and painful. 

Add to this the near certainty that 
Signor Aldo Moro's minority coali- 
tion Government wil! fall some time 
within the next four to six weeks and 
the Italian picture darkens still 
further. It is going to be a testing 
time for a nation which still has not 
come to terms with the fact that its 
powerful Communist Party is now in 
more of a position to call the tune 
than ever before. (Ofns).

‘Pollution-free 
car could be 
made in 7 years” 


PASADENA, California (UPI). — A 
$1 billion development programme 
over the next seven years would 
probably result in widespread use of 
a pollution-free automobile engine 
by the mid-1980"s, a report from the 
Jet Propulsion laboratory at Cal 
Tech said on Tuesday. 

The 18-month study alse concluded 
that the engines could reduce 
national automotive fuel consump- 
tion by one-third, possibly saving $8 
billion a year in crude oil costs. 

The automobile power systems 
evaluation study. commissioned by 
the Ford Motor Co. but conducted in- 
dependently, analyzed nine types of 
engines. It concluded that a national 
commitment by government and in- 
dustry to mass production of either 
the Brayton gas turbine engine or 
the Stirling continuous external com- 
bustion engine would insure that ef- 
ficient automobiles could operate 
wel] into the next century. 

The report also urged auto makers 

“to begin changes in non-engine 
design matters, such as weight 
reductions and transmission im- 
provements, to cut fuel consumption 
by another 15 to 35 per cent. Both 
engines could be mass produced at a 
cost hike low enough to be offset by 
fuel savings, the study suggested. 

Conversion to either of the alter- 
nate engines would mean increased 
consumption of stainless steels and 
introduce superalloys. But the report 
said world resources of the required 
raw materials are sufficient to sup- 
Port a gradual changeover to the 
new engine.

THERE 1S a new category of country — the “non-oil develop- 
ing countries" (NODC's). Those among them with a per capita 
income of less than $200 a year comprise one billion in- 
habitants. And their living standards have declined in real 


There are three main reasons for the setback: the surge 
in petroleum costs; a worsening in the developing countries’ 
terms of trade (the price of their imports has risen more 
than the price of their exports); and the business recession 
among the industrialized countries of the West, who are im- 


‘During the present decade (1970-1980) per capita incomes 
in the industrialized countries will go up, it is predicted, from 
30 per dent. Those of the NODC's 
up from $105 to $108, or by less than 3 per cent. 
In other words, the increase for the advanced countries is 
$900, for the backward countries $3. 

The gap in living standards is thus widening instead of 
narrowing. In 1970 the advanced countries were 30 times richer 
than the poor countries. In 1980 they will be nearly 40 


In addition to the general economic plight of the developing 
countries they are experiencing a flight from the country to 
the towns. These are growing at a reckless pace, from 700 mil- 
lion inhabitants now to an expected 2,000 million by the end 
of the century. These cities become concentrations of poverty. 

A confidential ‘World Bank report, quoted recently in the 
London “Economist,” says that the abrupt rise in oil prices 
added $85 billion to the NODCs’ import bill last year. The 
oil-price had an additional, indirect effect. By converting the 
Western powers into trade-deficit countries, it contributed to 
reducing their imports from the NODCs’ by $5.5 billion in 1974. 

The backward countries’ combined trade deficit was $3.6 
billion in 1973, on the eve of the oil-price explosion. Jt jumped 
to $18.5 billion (a fourfold increase) in 1974, and will be 
around $25 billion this year, according to UNCTAD estimates. 

To reach a 12 per cent increase in living standards per 
annum (and a 2.8 per cent increase for the less poor, because 
economically more aggressive NODC’s), the capital inflow 
from the advanced countries would have to be $49 billion. 
Tt was $34 billion last year, the World Bank observes. 

To reach a 3-4 per cent growth-rate (which means, for 
the poorest countries, a mere four dollars per head in the 
first year), the capital inflow would have to be $61 billion. 
Official aid programmes would have to equal 0.7 per cent of 
GNP in the donor nations in order to reach that objective.

The good old-fashioned Com- 
munist disregard for the niceties 
of democracy in Portugal under- 
mines the recently acquired 
respectability of Communist 
parties elsewhere in Western 
Europe. When the Portuguese

went to Italy during the regional 
elections in June and said: “If 
the Portuguese Communist Party 
were more like the Communist 
Party of Italy, there would be no 
difficulties between us,"" the 
Italian Communists practically 
fell to their knees in gratitude. 

Moreover, the example of the 
popular revolt against Com- 
munist policies in Portugal, 
coming on top of the Chilean ex- 
perience two years ago, 
strengthens the arguments of 
the umreconstructed Stalinists 
that the democratic read to 
power is a blind alley for Com- 
munists. The threat of a 
resurgence of hard-liners is 
greatest in the French Com- 
munist Party, but it exists 
elsewhere too. Portugal is stan- 
ding the European left on its 
head. 

The big and influential Com- 
munist Parties of Europe got 
‘that way either as centres of un- 
derground resistance to fascist 
regimes (Spain.and Portugal), 
or as wartime guerrilla 
movements against Nazi oc- 
cupation forces (France, 
Yugoslavia and Greece), or as 
both in succession (Italy).

GERMANS TO EMIGRATE |

THE SUDETEN GERMANS in 
Czechoslovakia, the 100,000 sur- 
vivors of the once large minority 
that provided the excuse for Hitler's 
dismembering of the country in 1938, 
are to be allowed to emigrate to West 
Germany. 

According to informed circles in 
Prague, an interim agreement to 
this effect was reached between 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and the Czechoslovak Com- 
munist Party leader, President 
Gustav Husak, in Helsinki. 
Negotiations are to begin soon in 
Prague to thrash out conditions for 
this large-scale movement of one of 
the most industrious and useful Ger- 
man minorities in Central Europe. 

The fate of the Sudeten Germans 
has bedevilled relations between the 
two countries ever since the founda- 
echoslovakia in 1919. 
Immediately after World War I the 
bulk of the Sudeten Germans, about 
three million, who had lived for cen- 
turies on the German border.in 
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world, but it fits them comfor- 
tably into the more dogmatic 
historical mainstream of Euro- 
pean socialism. 

The vehicle which is to carry 
these revisionist Communists in 
from the political isolation ward 
and towards a share in a legally 
constituted government is a left- 
wing coalition between 
Socialists and Communists. 
Such an alliance, the Union of 
the Left, created over three 
years ago, carried French 
Socialist leader Francois 
Mitterand to within 300,000 votes 
of the Presidency in the 1974 
elections after Pompidou died. 
And since the mass slaughter of 
Christian Democratic can- 
didates in the regional elections 
in Italy in June, ad hoe alliances 
of Socialists and Communists 
have taken control of almost ail 
the regions and large cities of 
northern Italy. 
~The Italian Socialists are be- 
ing weaned away from the cen- 
tre into alliance with the Com- 
munists. By the next election in 
spring 1977 the Communists will 
probably be the biggest single 
party (they already command 
ten million votes), and the left as 
a whole will have a narrow ma- 
jority. In France the Socialist-

In 1970 over 10,000 ethnic Ger- 
mans were permitted to leave 
Czechoslovakia, but only 134 receiv- 
ed permission fo do so in the first six 
months of this year.
